Certain 
tit is that we ſheuld all 
be — reſolued to — our ſel⸗ 
nes in hym, and alſo in generall we 
choulde haue thts conſideratſon to 
feele ho we Cod neuct fapleth them 
that cal vpon hym and truſt in him, 
we ſhoulde defic ali that rhe Denill 
and our enemies can rozke agatnſt 
bs: But ovure vrkinderefſe is cauſe 
Z. u. that 
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ik we haue felte any notable ayde 
rom God in the mo:nyng wo2tbye 
of remembzaunce,pftherc come ne- 
uer ſo litle trouble at nigbt al is fo; 
gotten , and vanyſſhed awap. Ind 
why: Bycanſe we haue barted that 
which 9ughte alwayes to be befo2e 
our epes, the conſideration whereof 
myaht fo aſare vs that we ſhuld be 
ſtrong and invincible againſt al aſs 
ſaulres and alarmes. And therfoze 
baue we moze neede tothinke vpon 
þ docrine which leadcth vs to rbat 
mark, as the plalme which we haue 
partlie recited is verpe meete. And 
aboue al whan god viſiteth vs with 
troubles which we may ſce on euerp 
ſpde, than is it that we muſt call vp 
on him moe than at any time. But 
nowe we mape not tarp o: loke foz 
theertreme necefſitie, as many doe 
that thinke to make their p2ofite of 
that which they haue heard x read 
bekoze. And then when god ſhal ſend 
them any affliction, thep cannot ap- 
plye the holp ſcripture to their vie. 
And whp : Foꝛit is as pf thep had 
" their weapons ruſty oz cells cannot 
occupte 
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detupie them in time and plate, foz 
aſmuche as they baue Rot loked on 
which ſive they ought to handle the, 
So then let vs not tarrp as J haue 
ſapd till we be conſtrained to pꝛout 
the ſtrigth of gods pꝛomiſes, fo2 to 
finht thzough them againſt al aNaul 
tes and temptations, but let vs adde 
therto rather that god wil not leaue 
bs vnp2outded , but will arme and 
defende vs be tpmes , ozells the let 
halbe in vs. Rowe then it is ſapde. 
T hat god is our protegtion and ſtrength. that 
he is a helpe hic u found in affliction 
Vea and is not found at times, but 
euer mo2e,and neuer failpth. True 
it is that the pꝛophet Wwhiche made 
this pſalme minded to teach þ faith- 
full that bycauſe God had alrcady 
ſhc wed them they ſhuld be fully re⸗ 
ſolued to hope alwayes tn him. Fo2 
be ſpeaketh of that which the prople 
already had p2oued 4 felt. Foz thys 
tauſe he ſaithe that God hath been 
their pzoteqion and ftrength : but 
with all he addeth that He 1s founde 
in allneecſities,and that alwaies. 
Fo; the wozde p hc vſeth ignifieth 
A. lii. eucn 
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enen as we ſaye in our tonge, verpe 
much o abunvantlic. Fynallp, as 
the Pzophete here erhozted thoſe of 
bis time to make their p;cfite of the 
ſuccour that was gyucn them from 
aboue whenthey were euen at their 
wittes ende, as thep ſape, and were 
as men amaſed:as (I ſape he crhoz- 
teth them to hope alwapes fo2 the 
like unttll the ende: ſo, on oure ſpde, 
let vs knowe that the holye Ghoſte 
ſpake not ſoz one time, but that at 
this dape this doctrine oughte to be 
2aaiſcoof all them that god wil cal 
under his pzotcaion , we are of the 
number! Let vs then appipe thys 
pſalme to our pꝛoftte, and let vs not 
doubt but that the holy ghoſte p20 
nouncety that we ſhall ſynde in god 
the ſame that the auncicnt fathers 
felt in him. Nowe , it is true that c- 
uerp man can not ſay god is our p20 
tedton, foz the vnbeleucrs ſhall ra- 
ther fecle him contraric, and it maſt 
needes be that al tht elemcntes and 
all creatures, be their enempes, and 
that heaucyn and tarthe are the ar⸗ 
wig of god to execute bis vengeace 
bpon 
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vpon his encmyes . But hoe ſo'e- 
uer it be, if we be well perſwades in 
thys , that God hath choſen vs foz 
his people as we haue thereof an ins 
falltble teſttmonpe in hys woe, let 
vs content our ſeife therewith , and 
caſt no doubtcs at all that be will be 
in theſe dapes, as at other times, an 
apde and hetpc in affligton. 
This wo2d affligton is notable and 
well ſpoken,fo2 bptauſe it we were 
aduertiſed that nod will tric vs and 
therfo2e often times gyucth the bit 
dle to our enemwes, we ſhuld thinke 
we were in an carthlp paradiſe . as 
they ſape . It behoucth then that 
we Jopne theſe tws thpnacs toge⸗ 
ther, that is, that weſhalbe affiiacd 
beynge of the church and under god 
des keeping, and that our enemres 
ſhall not ccaſc to ſet their feete ma⸗ 
ny times vpon oure thzotes, ſo that 
men ſhall tbinke that tbep wonlde 
vtterlp deſtrop vs: but inthe meane 
while god will be our ayde intime. 
Thys then is it that we haue to 
keepe in mynde bpon thrs place, 
that it is not ſpmplye ſpoken that 
A. Ait. god 
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God Wpll ſuccoure alwapes thoſe 
that call vpon hym , and that baue 
their refuge vnto bim, but this word 
affliction is addid to it foz to ſigniſie 
that thep ſhall mourne many times 
and (hal tate the fruites of angutſhe 
as it is ſapde. And on the other ſyde 
that they (hal feele that god is pꝛeſt 
and ready to ſuccour them. Bur pet 
this wozd affliction is in the plurall 
number,to declare that whan God 
hath once reached out his hand vato 
vs, he will not leaue to doe euer the 
like. And ſo we mape call vpon him 
an hundzeth thouſand times, e pl 
be wil be nygh vnto vs ,yea but not 
ſo ſoone as we wolde as J haue al- 
ready ſayde . And that alſo is fog te 
confy2me the better tbe erhaztation 
which is giuen vs vpon this popnt, 
koz if it had ben ſapd that god is our 
apde in due time in any affl1a15, and 
that it had ben (poken but of one af- 
flition onely, it had ben to bare: but 
wha it is ſaid that in al neceſities, 
in all anguythes , and in all daun- 
gers, god is ready to helpe vs, whan 
we haue that, we muſt gather * 
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of dooble dogrine, that is that we ca 
not eſcape after we haue ſuffered 
one aTault,but that we muſt tyght 
it out conſtantlie al the daics of our 
life. And furthcrmoze that we know 
that the goodnes of god + his might 
and power will neuer faple vs, and 
that we ſhall finde therin ſuche per⸗ 
fegion, that when wc haue ben once 
ſuccoured by tt, we muſt hope foz as 
much againe in time to come, pea a 
thouſand times moze whan we ſhal 
haue neede of it. So then thervpon 
it is ſapde, that. Ve will not tremble or 
feare though the earth be moued:and though 
the bylles ſhould be catied into the my ddeſt 
el the fea and theugh there ſhould be earth. 
quakes. Bea though all ſhould be tur? 
ned vp live do wne though the rockes 
ſhoulde daſhe one againſt another, 
and that there Honlde be ſo greate 
violence 02 daũger that a man ſhuld 
thinke that the wozlde woulde pe⸗ 
riſhe. vet wil not we feare. Here the p20 
phet ſheweth vs that god is not due 
tp hono2ed of vs, and that we ſhall 
not pꝛaiſe his apde as it is woztbp, 
onles we dcipe all that map happen

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vnto vs to the contrary: Foz marke 
wherin we falle groſſcly and doltiſh 
lp, that we thinke not we do Tuturie 
to god, we thinke not that we robbe 
him of his honour , whan we trem⸗ 
dle +fearc at cucrye altcration and 
chaunge Fo2 as ſone as there is anp 
bꝛuit o2 vpꝛoꝛe here bencth,and that 
we thinke we arc diſconfpted, And 
whan men ſky:myſhe tenpther in 
ſuch a ſozt:thep know not that thep 
do god inturte moſt ſhamefully, Any 
why: FU han tt is ſayd that god ts al 
minhtpe,and that be will be our des 
fendour we onaht to weynh and con 
ſider that which may hinder our ſal- 
nation, and all that ſemeth to keepe 
bim from helping vs. If herevpö we 
fcare when we are aducrtiſed of the 
ſaccour which he hath pzomiſed vs, 
and that inthe meane tyme we ſ are 
ſtyll vered with cares 1 feare abone 
meaſure, f that as ſone as we hears 
anp tumult oz ſturre, and concepue 
anpe trouble we thinkc by and by, 
that there is no moꝛe bope , it is aſ- 
muche as pf we (ſapde , there 1s no 
mozeaGodinheaucnfoz to fuccour 
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vs. True it is 5 we will not ſpeshe 
theſc ſame woꝛdes but our faith ſhal 
be as it were braten downe , worte 
as it ſhuld te ſiſt al that ſemeth to be 
repugnant to the pꝛomiſes of Cod. 
Whan god ia1th imply, | wil! fuccour 
vou,what ſo cuet chaunce. It there come 
any thing which ſcmeth contrarpto 
that Þ god ſaid. we loke thervpon, 4 
bpon that vc fire oure ſenees . And 
loc this is þ cauſe that god ts cleane 
kozgottt.Sothen, as many troubles 
and miſtruſts as lot conceiue, ſo wa 
ny blafphemtes commit we againſt 
god, by which we diminiche the po⸗ 
wer of god, as if we Wold pluck him 
out of his ſrat. It is not then with- 
out cauſe that the pꝛophete addeth 
here that p faithivl after thei be per- 
fwadedy god will be their aide, pea 
in time cournicnt he ſaith that they 
will call bpon him tn cfiiaion. Ind 
what fall this offitatd be: be ſaith 
not y they ſhail haue their reſugt to 
God whan thcy thalbe at their tale 
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be ſo great, and ſo hoꝛrible, that men 
ſhall thinke that the mountapnes 
woulde runne hedlong into the bot- 
tome ot 8 ſea. Now 3 pꝛap pou what 
a ſhame ſhall it be to vs wban we 
Halbe amaſed if thze oz fower men 
doe mouc o2.ffurres It 18 true that 
the pꝛophete vſcd bere a manner of 
ſpeaking which men cal in common 
langagecercefſine,but it is not with 
oute meaſure , which is to inſtructs 
well our faith. But thus much is in 
it that he bzingeth vs cucn to a con- 
fuſion ſo fearcfull . that we cannot 
any mo2e make differente betwene 
heauen and earth: Let vs put þ caſe 
(ſaith be)tbat not oncly there is opt 
Wwarre, that they ſtrike the dzomme

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aſſured cuen then, that god lol help 
vs. Nowe then, when it is ſayd that 
we will not feare, it is not that we 
ſhalbe inſeſible neither were it good 
ſo. Foz what ſhonlde become of our 
truſt that we haut in god pf we had 
no daunger. We muſte then feare: 
but he ſpeaketh of an aſtöning ſuch 
as the vnfaithcfull hane:foz , in aſ⸗ 
much as they reſt not in god neither 
haue taſted of what value hys pꝛo⸗ 
miſes be, no2 pꝛaped onto hym as 
they ought, he papeth them as thep 
haue deſerued , bis p there nedeth 
but a leate of a tree to fal, 1 loe, they 
are as men vanpſhed away, there is 
neither ſence memozpe no2 courage 
in them, and no man can mptigate 
their ſoꝛowes by any meanes.

This ts very 
notable pf it be vnderſtoode as it is 
ſufficientlpe knowen, but pet there 
hath been in it heretotfoꝛe ſome ob- 
ſcuritie and darknes, fo: aſmuch as 
this place was cull tranflated fo2 
there was this word tmpetnoſite oz 
violence in trade of title ſtreames :

Foz that they gs ſoſtly therc is not 
where wto make anye great e depe 
dikes neither fo2 tofeare oute enc- 
mics. t wil rou diſp2aiſe j ſauh be) 
but it is i aſmuch as pouſticktotbele 
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comuptible thinges, and knowe not 
that God is able to wozke foz pour 
ſafetie, and that hps power onelpe 
ſhall be ſuffictent to ſaue pou. Dou 
haue then caſt ot þ waters of Siloe 
and haue wyſched fo; the greate ry- 
ucrs whertvith your enemies be fen 
ted as beholde the Egipttans which 
haue the rpucr of Nyle at commaun 
dement and cauſe it to oucrflowe 
where pleaſcth the , beholdalſo the 
Aſirians whiche haue the rpuer of 
Tigris 4 Cuph:ates, Foz in thoſe! 
toũtries the townes are ſo compaſ-⸗ 
ſed about, that there is but certaine 
ereckes by Þ which men map paſſe, 
Tobethozt they are places that can 
not be approched vnto , ou looke 
then vpon thoſe - well J will ſende 
pouſſaith god) violent and ragpnge 
ryuers but it ſhall be to make them 
runne oner pour heades.

It is true that this was wziten of þ 
to lone of zerufalem, bycanuſe that 
god had there choſcn his (cate : but 
we knowe wel! pnonghe that that

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ſaint Paul ſaith .r. Chapter of the 
laſte to the Cozinthes. So let vs no 
moe loke o2 ſtay vpon that citie,be 
canſc it was ſhewed vnto Zacharp 
that the towne of Jeruſalem hond 
reach and be enlarged from the caft 
vnto the welt. Foz he ſawe an An⸗ 
gell which ſtretched out a co2d oner 
all the wo:ldc ſaying God wil haue 
no moze ene certaine tone wher- 
in he will dwel, but he will be reſp⸗ 
dent amonge all nations where his 
name ſhalbe called vpon, and where 
men thall embzaſe bis pꝛompſes to 
haue therin all their reſt andquyct- 
nes. Ket vs note then at this daye, 
god will be in the middell of vs, yea 
whan we ſhal make ready his ſcate 
koꝛ him 5 he mai raigne therin Now 
fo: his part hc hath ſhewed him ſelfe 
much moe manifeſt in the comtnac 
of our loꝛd Teſus Chiſt; than he did 
vnder the ſhadowes of the law. And 
this is alſo the cauſe why this tytle 
of Emanuel wag apuento Chziſt, that 
is to ſay that he is god with vs, fo2 


aſmuch as he hath coupled him ſelfe 
with vs aftcr aſmuch moze nigh and 
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famplyar mancr than euer the fa- 
thers felt oz perceived vnder the old 
teſtament God then fo: hys parte 
will be in the middeſt of vs, ſo that 
be haue his ſeat there as 3 baue al- 
ready ſaid, that is to ſap, ; he ruleth 
without reüſtaunce. Wut if we will 
plap the wild beaſtes, then certainly 
we cannot bꝛagge of this 5 is ſapde 
here, neither can we conccyue anye 
hope oz truſt to be ſuccoꝛed thzough 
bis help, but ſhal periſhe a thonſand 
tymes, rather than he woulde euer 
ſend vs one dꝛoppe of his grace: but 
if we be obedient childzcn vnto bim 
let vs not doubt but he dwelleth in 
the middeſt of vs. And in the meane 
time let vs note that he dwelleth in 
a temple, not in a ſtable vncleane 
and full of fylthynes. Let vs fearne 
then to make oure ſclues clcane, 
not that we ca be perfege and cleanc 
as it is required of vs, alas , {t can⸗ 
not be:but howe ſo eaer it be, whan 
we ſhallgyuc oure ſtudp and ende⸗ 
nour vnto clcanes . It is moffe cer - 
taine that God will accepte vs al- 
wayes foz his temples, 8 
And 
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And ſo thereof the pzophete tonclu - 
deth, thar we ſhall not be moued then. He 


ſpeaketh ofthe Citie of Jeruſalem, 
but pet there is a bie tompariſon be⸗ 
twene the church of god, and all nas 
tions, Kicalmes, eſtates, gouerne⸗ 
mentes, and policies of the wo2lbe. 
There are many townes very ſirbg 
and well fenſcd and furnithcd , and 
men wil thinke ß theptänot be ta⸗ 
ken:there are farther moe contrics 
whtch baue many fo2trefes x holds 


| agailt their enemies. And alſo king- 


domes Which ſhal ſap and conclude, 


' we maye make warre on eurrye 
ide at our pleaſure, what fozce ſo e⸗

this wo2ld thus alter and chaunge, 
and paſſe by ſo many renolutions of 
time: Bicauſe they are grofided vp⸗ 
on their owne powcrs + wiſcdome, 
and truſt in their owne meanes and 
defence, and wha thep be a litle fur⸗ 
niched and wel appointed, then they 
will defie god: but he telleth them at 
the laſt, that all that is nothinge: 
Contrartiewiſe whan we ſhall be ag 
birdes vpon the boughe, whom the 
winde ſhal blowe encry wap t ſhall 
not finde a place where to neſtle, we 
may not diſconrage, ſo » god dwell 
with vs:foz when men ſhall thinke 
that we are alreadpe ſwallowde vp 
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after the Zudgementes of men, pet 
ih 


al we not fal but ſtand vp2ight on 
dure feete as they ſape, becauſe god 


cöcludeth, that God will belpe his church 
in the dawning ot the daye. As who ſhuld 
ſap, all theſe pzomiſes are not gyut 
vs to kepe vs to delicate, and to lull 
vs a ſlepe. as though we had no nede 


to be ſuccourcd at encrpe minute of 
an hourc:but that we muſt runne to 


god bicauſe we ſhalbe ſet vpon now 
one wap nowe ancther:but pet god 
wil aide vs/ſatth hein þdap ſpzing, 
Tha he ſpeaheth ſo it is as much as 
if he did pꝛomiſe p he will not ache 
but come in duc time, foz that is not 
referred to god but vnto vs, in that 
that he tartcth alwapes we thinke 
and Imagine with our ſelues ahũ⸗ 
dꝛeth time, that he is to colde and 
Hark and y be ſhuld make moe haſt. 
And ſo whan it ig ſard in we punge of 
the day, We mult roferre that to gods 
p;:outdence , who knoweth whantit 
is good and profitable to ſuctout Vs, 
And as fo; the relt we are adnerti⸗ 

led 
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ſed as by the wap, that we Hall not 
alwates haue it dap, that is to ſaye, 
that we ſhall not be ſtyll at noone 
dates, but ſo that we ſhall cucrmoze 
haue ſome what to lead vs out of þ 
way. But now we muſt ſometimes 
be tadarkneſſe, and the nighte wpll 
come vpon vs, ̊ we (hal not ſee two 
fingars bꝛeadth befo:e vs (as they 
ſap)ſee then howe the church of god 
mult paſſe thzough much darkneſſe, 
euen as if it were oucr couered with 
the darke night: but the ſpzing wpll 
tome that is to ſai, that god wil not 
ſuffer the anguyſhe and ſozowes of 
bis childzen to contynue cucr „ but 
be will make an ende of them , and 
whan they bane been a great whyle 
as it were confoiitcd, not knowing 
what to ſaye, than ſodainly he wpll 
make the daye ſpzynge appeare , as 
we ſce it naturally cuerp dap , and 
then we ſhal knowe that it is not in 
vaine that he hath'ſaid here that nov 
wil ſuccour bis prople whan he hal 
ſee time and ſeaſon, fo2 he can make 
bis grace and mercpe ſo ſhine vpon 
bis, that it all neuer fayle vs: but 
as 
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not is we haut ſhewed , cure ductye fs 


do tarrp,and to be patient, to ercer- 


ciſe dure ſelues in pꝛater vntyll we 
baue telt and tried that this pꝛomiſe 
apparteineth no leſſe bnto bs nowe 
adapes , than it dyd tothe fathers 
that were under the lawe. 

Now then , we will fall doſune be-

flamed with al,that he would make 
vs p2actiſe this doctrine not only fo:

faith, but alſo fo: to gtue him than

But here it is notably ſa(d,that whi 
the kingdomes ſhalbe moued, and 
the people ſhall make much a doe, 
god ſhall appeaſe them w his voyce 
enelpe, and in a wo2d he ſhall beate 
downe all this tumult, pea whiche 
ſeme like rageous tempeſts ready to 
ſwallow all vp. Behold then what 
we muft here remeber, that we be⸗ 
gin notnolv firſt to ſuffer aſaultes, 
to here many thzeateninnes,+ to be 
beſpeged with many enemies. Foz 
the Churche bath been at all tpmes 
ſubleg to battaile in this world, as 
it is ſaid again in the other pſalme, 


that the wicked dzawe the plowe as 


wan men till a field , Jt bchoueth 
alſe 
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alſo that beinge the thildzen of Cod 

we hould be troden under foote, and 
ſuffer many outragio? griefes. Set 
tha here an tem fo2 vs, that as long 
as we line in this wo:lbe, we muſte 
haut many ſkirmiſhes, and thereby 
be p2onoked to p2ape bnto god: but 
yet god will haue vs fyght , and ſo 
will tric the conſtaunce and power 
of our faith. And which is moe, the 
pꝛophet notablp erpzeſfeth, that we 
ſhall not encly haue a ſmall number 
of aduerſartes which (hail warre a- 
gainſt vs, but alſo that nations and 
kingoomes ſhail riſc againſt vs:foz 
though that ſmall tentations cuers 
th ꝛowe not ourc faith, pet Whan we 
come to greater erttremiteg we are 
tonkounded. Tothe ende than that 
nothing ſhuld amaſe vs the prophet 
ſpeaketh here both of nations andof 
kingdomes, as if he ſhoulde faye, als 
thoughe that all the wozld conſpire 


| agaiſt vs, and thatloking on cucry 
| fide, we ſee nothing but arcat trous 
* bles,yet neucrtbcelcTe god ts ſtrong 


pnough to appeaſe all. Nawe then 
it is ſaide that his onelp vopce ſhail 
C.l. luttile 
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ſuffiſe herin as wel as if he wold w⸗ 
ſtand theſe great p2cparations h the 
wozlo maiicth Walthis great pomp 
w almans ſtrength,+ with al furnt⸗ 
ture which the enemies of þ church 
hauezthe onelp wil of god J ſape is 
ſutkicitt 4 pnough foz vs if he ſpeake 
the word, s declare his will fo: then 
all that euer {cmeth ro be inninctble 
halb* troken downe , and palle as 
wap,lpke water. 

This doarine was not oncly fo; 
the Fewes ,but it ought to ſerue vs 
in theſe dates + ſpecially whan oure 
od ſuffercth perſecution to come, 
and whan it ſcemcth y we are oucr 
p2cTed and almoſt deſtrotcd,  whan 
dur enemies (p.tt fier,as thep ſape, 
Then, when we ſhalbe in this cace, 
let vs learne to pꝛadiſe that whiche 
is here contetned,that is to ſap, that 
whan we ſhall haue not onclye a 
ttrongc and mightye people, anda 
kyng whych (hall haue ſuch a great 
trapne after hym,that a man would 
thynke all ſhoulde come to confuſt- 
on by him but alſo that al the 1 4 
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fall have canſpircdagatnft vs, and 
that in all countreps dure enemres 
hal make the ſelues ſtronge, ſo that 
we thinke we canot by anp meanes 
eſcape thepr handes, pet notwpth⸗ 
ſtandinge as God hath beretofoze 
ſuccoured his churche , that he wyll 
pet doe the lyke. And in what ſozte? 
He nedeth not make the dzomine to 
be ſowned no; to ſende Hyther and 
thyther to haue men, de nedeth not 
to open abꝛode his treaſures to fur- 
niche his ſouldtars, he nedeth not to 
ſend artillery to the fild neither ſuch 
other fournpture of warre , It is p- 
nough pt bc ſape that he wyll ſacs 
cour vs. Then, when be ſhall 
haue declared bys wpll ell the foz⸗ 
ce and vpolence , of Sathan , and 
of all the worlde muſte bee bea- 
ten downe and paſſe awape as 
thoughe there were nothynge at 
all . Nowe it is true that the pꝛo⸗ 
phete ſpeakyng here of gods vopce, 
meancth, that as fone as he com- 
mandeth t opcneth once his month, 
be will make all wy contrarye 
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eq the falnation of the churche to be 
pluckt vy bp the rootes : But in the 
meane time we are warned to har- 
ke to the pꝛomiſes that god maketh 
vs, and to take them foz our ſwo2d, 
our buckler,oure helmet, and bzeft- 
plate. Then ſeing god hath ſapde, 5 
this (affiſeth vs „let vs not care pk 
there beno meanes to pꝛeſerue vs, 
oz to repu'ſe dere enemies, and to 
make vs a way out, whan we ſhalbe 
cloſed in on caerp ede. Nowe then, 
wha el Þ ſhall fatle vs, let vs cötent 
dur ſrife,tf we haue the wozd of god 
which all giue vs the vigozpe vn- 
doubtlp, Ind therfo2e this is it that 
we muſt here remember: but koz aſ⸗ 
much as many me, whan thep here 
any thinge ſpoken of gods apde and 
ſuccour,thep canot applite it to their 
lack fo; to foztifpe them ſclucs with 
it, the pzophet adoeth notablp, that 
the lorde of hoftes is with vs. that the God of 
lacob is our fortrefſe. Ag if he ſapde, that 
this which is here ſpoken vnto vs in 
generall, to weete , that God maye 
make al the wo2ld to melt with one 
onelpe wozde , is not to thende we 

ſhoulde 
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ſhould ſerche curtoullp as in the atcr 
and karre ofafter his power, but to 
thende that we might therewtth be 
defended and be able to fyghte man⸗ 
fully whan ſo euer it ſhall ſeme vn- 
to vs that we are mcncaft awaye, 
this muſt we haue. But is not Gov 
in hcauen-peas truly, pea but there 
istogreat a diſfaunce betwene him 
and vs. It is true that his maieſtte 
is very high, + we are as pooze wo2- 
mes creping here beneth. But how⸗ 
ſoeuer it be, yet will he be Toyned w 
vs, take our partes and be alwayes 
on oure ſide. See thus we muſt con- 
clude , oz ells all that euer coulde be 
pꝛeached vnto vs ofp power of god 
and of his fauour ſhonld be bnp2oft- 
table fo vs, oz ells it ſhoulde be ve- 
ry colde, and we ſhoulde not be tou⸗ 
ched noꝛ moned to put ours truſte in 
him. Jt behoueth then ß we knowe 
as well howe god ts mightyc as allo 
bowe he will be our defendour. Ind 
howe ſhall we knowe it: Trut it is 
that firſt of all, he is iuſtly called the 
loꝛde of hoſtes, the etcrnall, whiche 


; gouerneth the wozlde: but pet there 
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is to certifpe vs of þ ſpectall doctrines 
that he is the go lot lacob. N oboe the p20s 
phete ſpake here as the vſe of þ time 
required : but in theſe dapes it is as 
much as if it were ſaid that al,thoſe 
p be baptiſed in the name of our loꝛd 
Feſus Chziſt, + bane this teſtimony 
of gods grace pꝛinted in their harts, 
doe truſt in him, tought in no wyſe 
to doubt, but Þ he is on their ſpde to 
thintent to be gloziſted, 4 ſo all that 
ſhall riſe againſt them (hal pzenaple 
nothinge, but (all vaniſhe awape. 
And this is the true ſenſe and mea⸗ 
ning of this place, which we muſt ap 
ply to our inſtruntö. p 15 to ſap, that 
not onely we muſt knowe p heis a⸗ 
ble to reſiſt al the attempts 4 enters 
p2iſrs of the wicked, 4 of p veſpiſers 
ok his maicftie,+ of thoſe which pers

his nawer tnnincible,ſo he wil thew 
it fo? eur lauegarb 7 ſalvation, and 
why: Becauſe he bath made vs bys 
childꝛen by adoption, s teftificth vn⸗ 
to v2 bp tis gert; eing bis chil⸗ 
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dꝛen we are alſo vnder þ ſanegard of 
our 102d Jeſus chziſt, + therkoze cans 
not periſhe:to be ſhoꝛt.

Come and knowe the workes of god,and the 
ſearethathe hath ſent vp6 the carth, þ great 
things'ſaith be) which are abeue na 
ture. Here the pꝛophete ſpeaketh as 
well to the faithfull which haue pet 
much inkpzmitpe and weakneſſe in 
them, which is ynaugh to pluck the 
from the truſt which they oughte to 
haue in God, as alſo to all pzofane 
people: foz both of them haue neede 
to be ſturred vnto it, but pet the end 
is contrarp. Foz althoughe that we 
haue knowen partly, that god ts als 
mighty , and that we be perſwaded 
that he can help vs, pet neuertheles 
whan there riſcth any burly burly, 
we are as it were wholly poſſeſt w 
feare. And wherfo2e-becauſe that al 
the erperience that wehane had of 
the grace and goodnes of god is gon 
from vs, and we foꝛget to mozow al 
that god dyd fo2 vs to dape, pea at e- 
nerp minute of an hourc,and in tur- 
ning ok a hande(as they ſape) Me 
haue alſo fozgotten all that we felt 
and ünewe, and conkeſſed with oure 
mouth that be was the true god and 
that he deliuered vs wonderfully — 

the 
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' thedeathe that was pꝛeſent befoze 


our cies. True it is that tha we ſhal 
ſape that he had pitie vpon vs , and 
that withoutchys goednes we had 
been unden: but after hininge thus 
conkeſted, i he trie vs again afreſhe, 
we are ſo amaſed that it is metuaile 
to ſee . Ind what 1s the cauſe of it 
trulp fo2 that we thinke not to dap, 
of peaſter dap, that is to ſape vpon 5 
that we haue knowe befoze , the re⸗ 
membzaunce whcrof cheulde be pet 
freſhe , but we thinke not vpoy it. 
Foz this cauſe we haue neede (as J 
ſaid althongbe we be faithefull, and 
haue ſomewhat taſted of the power 
of god)to be better p2ickt + (ct foze⸗ 
ward to knowe, that which we haue 
but baiſe knowen, To be ſhozte foz 
as much as our faith is ofte times a 
ſleepe, the pꝛophet waketb it in this 
place, t ſaith.ceme 4 know þ works 
of God. As fo2 the bnfaithefull we 
muſte ſape vnto them come, and pet 
beate them awap with whipps: but 
whan they haue knowen the works 
of God thep receſue not fo2 all that 
any inſtrugion thereby, but rather 
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gnache their teeth at it, and pertey⸗ 
uing p they haue plaid with to cun- 
ning a maiſter, they remaine cue a- 
ffonnicd,+ although they defpe and 
play the madde me, pet neucrtheles 
god holdeth them ſhoꝛt as it were w 
chatnes and maketh them toknowe 
pin vaine they riſe agaiſt him, albe⸗ 
it they pourſue him w ſuch ſkiffnet: 
kednes that cannot be ſubdued, Be - 
hold then how this place muſt be vn 
derſtode, Rowe, let vs beware 5 we 
be not of the number of them which 
are conſtrained in ſpitc of their teth 


to keele and vnderftand the power £ 


might of god, and which ſubmit not 
them ſetues vnto him whiles be cal- 
leth them,+ wyll baue them in hys 
pꝛotegion. Let vs beware ( ſape) 5 
we be not of thoſe: but accozdingias 
we ſhall know ß god is almightpe £ 
that his wozkes are wonderous, et 
that keepe bs in atertaintte, t then 
let vs not doubt but all Chal be well 
with vs, ſo that wc tal vpon him w 
a pure : free confidence of hart, and

Now whan the pꝛophet ſaith,come, 
let vs note that we muſt as it were 
tome out from our ſcifs,foz to haue 
a righte and parfite knowledge of þ 
wo2kes of god, 1 to make therok dur 
p:ofite. And uhp: Fo2 we are plon- 
ged in our owne vanities and world 
Ip cares, we are ſo giuen to our cars 
nall luſtes that we ncuer knoww anp 
thinge of God, but after a confuſed 
maner: Like as a man would ſhcwe 
one that hath but a verp cutll ſpobt 
a tree 02 ſtone a far of, he may ſhewe 
it him longe inouqh oz he can ſec it. 
And the reaſd whp: becauſe his ſight 
reacheth not ſo farre and ſpecially if 
be haue any kcewme o: murre that 
maketh hys ſpghte dymme, and can 
ſkante ſuſfcr the bzyghtnes of ths 
ſonne,pf a man ſape to him beholde 
and ſer, and woulde haue him loke

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What ſhall be then doe 2Nothinge. 
Euen ſo fareth it with vs. Foz, all 
though that god wozke in ſuch ſozte 
that his wozkes be to make vs aſto⸗ 
nied, and that thep arc manifeſt and 
plaine pnoughe vnto vs, pet we arg 
as blinde as beetles in them, oz ells 
we haue oure eyes blinfolded, oz ſo 
dimme and bleared that we cannot 
ſee thꝛee fote of from vs. Fog, (as 3 
haue already ſatd)the one ſoꝛt wan- 
der out of the wap in their vanities 
and foltes, 4 the other are oucr head 
and heares in their couctouſnes and 
ambition , oꝛ in ſome other paſſion 
which tozmenteth them. Andin the 
meane ſcaſon all goe from god: The 
one defpeth hym vtterlye, the other 
would aboliſhe all doctrine, # would 
gods word that men ſhould ncuer ſpeake to the 
u lothlom gf it · noꝛ once make mention of gods 
wn wie maleſtte no2 of hys power, and that 

they might neuer here ofit.Lo thus 

men are ſo poſſeſſed, that whilſt we 

Call fand ſtill in our ſelues, that is 

to ſap, that euerp man ſhall ap vp⸗ 

on his owne wyptt and Judgement, 


and vpon his affections, we ſhall ne- 
uet 
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ver be able to knowe any thing that 
apperteineth to god ſoz to be inſtruc 
ted and taught therin,althoughe he 
wozke after a wonnderfull facton. 
But thus we muſt walke(that is to 
ſap)let enery man rpdde himſelfe of 
all theſe lettes and ſtopps, which he 
knowethe to be in hpm , and let vs 
ſtrpue with oure ſelues fo: to ſet bs 
fozeward, And being thus nigh.that 
is to ſap come out of the durt 4 myer 
wherin we arebptothecarcs.,let vs 
haue our minde and ſenſes diligent, 
and attentine foz to know the woz⸗ 
kes of god, how wonderful thep be. 
And this is the thinge that we muſt 
obſerue and note. Howe thervpon 
the pꝛophet ſpectificth the wozkes of 
god, that is to ſap, that he appea(-rh the 
warre+ in al partes of the world,that he brea- 
keth the bowes,and crulſheth the Lunces in 
peeces and conſumeth the chariots with fier. 
And diſapointeth the pzeparations 
of all thoſe which thought thep had 
wonne all, and were aſſured of the 
bicozype and triumphe bekoze they 
came to hand ſtrokes. This then is 
it that he ſpeaketh here ofthe mo 
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of nad,fo2 to teache vs to be quyef, 
althoughe that the dopuges of this 
woꝛld he full of confuſion g trouble, 
Now the p:ophet meant to bzing 
in this kind of ſprache.becauſe there 
was queſtion of aſſnring our ſelues 
againſt our enempes which doe aſ- 
ſauit vs conttnuallye . Foz he hath 
wewed how we are beate with ma- 
np ſtoꝛmes and tempeſtes. And wha 
be hath gpuen a bzcathinge tyme of 
one ſide behold anewe trouble will 
rile ot the other ſide, and hole then 
is it poſſtble that we ſhould al wales 
abpde faſt and vp2igbte , ſepnge we 
are thus toffed and curmopled wyth 
ſo great and violent tempeſts:Here 
the pꝛophet declareth vnto vs, that 
the office of god is to bꝛeake Þ bowes 
and to cruſſhe in peces the launces, 
to thende to aboliſhe the warre that 
is made enerpe where. And fo 
chciflp he heweth vs that whan the 
kinges rpſe vp and that whan there 
is open warte, it cannot come to 
paTe without the purpoſe and coſts 
ſel of god. Foz though tbep were the 
moſt furtous men inthe wozld ; = 
ce 
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thep coulde not remoue one fingar, 
ercept god gaue them leaue. And als 
ſa not oncly he hoideth them bound, 
but they cannot haue ſo much as one 
poo2e thought, but at his pleaſure, 
Tben whan we ſee p al is in an vp- 
ro2e,and that it farreth as heauen e 
carth ſhuld go tegither,let vs know 
that gods p2ouidence ruleth oucr al 
that, that theſe troubles arc by his 
will becauſe he will( as I ſapde) trie 
dur patiente, and make vs ſcele our 
o lune weakenes, and al to make ds 
runne to him koz ſucco2. To be opt, 
He wil ſhewe vs Þ our life ſhnld but 
bang as by a thzede,4 ſhuld be beſct 
Wa hundzeth deathes, pf be dpd not 
ſtretch out his hand to maintaine : 
kepe vs. Now cuen as god ſuffreth 
troubles to be, ſo be appeaſcth them 
as hc thinkcth good. This bath been 
knowe by crperience. And p p2opbet 
b:ingeth againe to remembꝛaunte 5 
which p fatthfull onghte to haue al- 
molt at their fingars ends betauſe 5 
biſtozics ſhuld not be blnknowe vnto 
them. And ſo he accuſeth berc thoſe 
that doe not acknowledge that it 

is 
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is the p2zop2e offpce of God, fo aps 
peaſe and ceaſe the warres : but in 
the meane tyme there is no doubte 
but he ſpeaketh as wel vnto vs, and 
declareth that god raigneth in hea- 
uen not fo2 to ſuffer the matters of 
thewozld to runne as it were at all 
abucntures, but that be hath a bzt- 
dle hidden, foꝛ to leade and gupde al 
that is done here among vs, t there 
is no confuſio befozc our cies which 
is not apointedaboue, that is to ſap 
which he moderateth not in ſuch ſozt 
that we mape ſce by the cffec 4 ende 
of it, that all is done by his Juſtite, 
and power, by his goodnes and wil⸗ 
dome. Scc then what is ſhewed vs 
in the firſte plate. And ſo hereof we 
muſte conclude that whan we ſhall 
ſec the doinges of the wozld ro be fo 
mengledandonte of ozder that we 
cannot tell what to Judge of it „as 
pf there were ſome greate pꝛpnces 
which conſulted togither, And ther 
wha they haue p2oſpered in one ſozt 
that thep take ſo much þ moe bold- 
nes that thep haue thepr ſecrete in- 
tellpgences of thynges , and that 
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euery one lokethſo to his p3ofit that 
the pooze church of god is ſet to ſale 
like marchandiſe, and that it is the 
very table vpon which thep plap,as 
thep ſay in a french pꝛouerbe. 

A han we ſce tha all theſe thinges, 
let vs make a backlyer of thys ſen- 
tence,to wete thatgodaſeribeth this 
officc to him ſclfe,tobirakeyp bowes 
and launces, and to burne and con⸗ 
ſume the chariots: pea and thoughe 
all were on a flambinge fper , pet he 
is able to appeaſe theſe great confu- 
ſions wherof we thinkethet we ſhal 
neuer ſee an ende. Thervpon he ad- 
deth once again Hold your peace & know 
that i am god. I will he-cralted amonge na- 
tions. and ſhalbe exaltcd iu the eatth. Wha 
he ſaith.Holde your peace. It fremeth v 
it agrecth not with that which was 
erpounded euen nowe, whan be (aid 
come. Foz in marching me reſt not. 
The woꝛd hold pour peace ſigniſteth 
to be quiet. It ſeemeth then that the 
pꝛophet is contrary to himſelf wha 


be ſaith bold pour ſelues till + quiet 


and march on: but all agreeth well 
ynough, fo; this marchinge that be 
D.l, bath 
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bath ſpoken of, is not to bꝛing vs in⸗ 


to many Tmaginations which ſhuld 
be pnough to caſt vs hedlonge into 
matters) we haue not knowe. The 
marching then of þ faitbful is when 
they come out fro them ſelues, and 
kram the world + that the labour to 
ap2oche nigh unte god, bindzeth not 
the peace # reſt of bope:but we muſt 
in the meane time be quiet and (itil, 
that ia, that we be not pufft vp with 
boldnes to riſe againſt god, noꝛ alſo 
that feare ſo poſſeſſe oure wyttes, 5 
we ſhoulde not be able anye moze to 
zo lite in bis ſchoolc. 

There are then two motios 02 mo⸗ 
uings which pzonoke men to erclud 
themſelues fro al, becauſe they map 
notknow any thinge belonging to 
god: Foz the one ſo2t are ſo perſwa⸗ 
dedoftheir owneftrength , of they; 
meaneg of their tnduftry 4 pſligence 
and of their ſubtilticand craft, oz of 
their sredite + richeſſe, 4 ſuche like, 
that they cannot here ont woꝛd of þ 
mouth of god. And why: Their pid 
# raſhe boldnes bath the vbpper hand 
of them, like as a dzonßard whan be 
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is ful of wine. he thinkes he is a king 
t a pꝛince, he cares neither foz hun⸗ 
ger, noꝛ thurſt: and if herevpon anp 
with reaſon he we his folte, he labo⸗ 
reth in vaine , fo2 j p dzonknelle hath 
made him a beaſt wout reaſon, Cue 
ſo is it w the bꝛaue and luſtpe of the 
wo2ld which loke a loft which think 
to doe merneious things, 4 to ketch 
the moo ne in their teth, as they ſay. 
Can ſuch men euer be made apte to 
here » which is pꝛopound vnto them 
in p name at god: It is then certaine 
that not Woute a cauſe the pꝛophete 
ſaith be (til x quiet Hold pour peace, 
as if he ſalde, giue audience to God, 
And alfo on the other part, thepthat 
arenot puffte vp w ambition, haue 
nenertheles neede of this dogrine. 
And wherfo:e:z Foz they be amaſed £ 
aſtonnied,as we ſc comoly by cram- 
ple, fo: almuch as they haue not ben 
of long time dekended w alt the pzo⸗ 
miſes whervnto they ought to haue 
ſtuck. So wha there ſhal chaũte vn- 
to vs any danger, p we ſhalbe threat 
ned, oz anpliklihode of dã ger we are 
ſo at our witts end we here nothig 
D. ti. but 
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but cric out alas, howle like wild, 
deaſtes therfoze if we will take any 
p:ofite of the pꝛomiſes that god gi⸗ 
ueth vs foz our comfo2t, and (pectals 
ip to make vs inuincible agaiſt Sa⸗ 
than, and agatnſt all thc world , let 
vs begin at this ende. Fo: this is as 
it were our a, b, c, oꝛ rule to kepe vs 
ill and quict. As whan a man will 
introa a child, he cannot teach him 
at the firft grecke oz latine, he muſt 
begin firſt at his. A. B. C. And euen 
ſo malt we be pꝛepared to come hp- 

gher. that is to ſay , to tad bpzight, 
and to abyde faſt and ſteddp againſt 
all tentations : Foꝛ to come(F ſape) 
thus farre, we muſte be taught and 
inftrucedin theſe pꝛinciples and ru⸗ 
les, that is to ſape, to come from the 
luſtes of the fleſhe wherein we wal- 
lowe. And then to be quiet and ſtyll, 
fo the intent that god map haue ful 
autozitie ouer vs. And wha be ſpea⸗ 

keth.although it were but one word 

that we map recepue py ſame, 4 pz0- 

fit therinaſmuch as if we had heard 

him talke a whole daye togyther, 

And this we ſce commonly y _—_ 
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there (s ſplence inone place , and e- 
uerp man whit, and that we ſhalbe 
aduertiſed to here, and that there is 
good audience euerpe where fo2 to 
bere þ doctrine that is pzeached, one 
onely wo2d ſhall p:zofpte much moze 
than if one cogh, another cric, if ene 
chatter,if another ſturre bp 8 downe 
there wil a doſen of ſentences eſcape 
vnheard , and aman ſhall pzcache 
fourc o2 fpuc howers Wwithoute anp 
fruit e. So then let vs learne to gine 
audience bnto god. And finallye, as 
there is two thinges whiche let vs 
from hearinge: ſo let vs note that 
the pꝛophet went about here to co2- 


| rect t amende them. He that Neapeth 


bath no cares to heare, cric aſmuch 
as ye wil, pe hal do no good: to him, 
Other there be that will not lleape, 
but will wander byther 4 thithcr , 
will remoue houthold, and the dcuill 
dztucth them in ſuch ſo2te that they 
trot from one place to another. Be - 
bold whp the pꝛophete ſatth: Comme, 
and then, be quict and ſtil. He ſait h come 
to them whiche are a fleepe . Fo2 he 
erhozts them to here diligentip,and 

D. ii. to 
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to applye their mindes, and fo gpue 
goodeare to that which is told the, 
where as befo:e theyz ſp:ytes were 
dead 4 dull. And he ſaith, be ſtyll, ts 
them that are fickle wittedſo muche 
that they haue their mind nener ſet- 
tled Þ wander in the ater, and make 
caſtells in ſpaineſ(as they ſap). 
Thele then be the two vices that 
the holy ghoſt will here corege and 
amend in vs, by þ mouth of the p20- 
_ ſaſeng. Hold your peace and be ſtyll. 


And after Þ he ſaithe. ! will be the god 


that ſhalbe exalted in the carth & among the 
nation. We map ſee by the oꝛder of ᷣ 
tert þ the pꝛophet meant erpzeſſly pþ 
all the wicked, and contemnours of 
gods maieſtie, t all ſuch ag are ful of 
ide g crueitp, (ſhalbe confoũded by 
might # power of god, foz to make 
them ſo much the mo2c increuſable, 
whanhe goeth about to bzing them 
ſabiec to here him + to glozifie him. 
And beholde alſo what is w2iten a- 
greing here to, in the fourth pſalme, 
where it is ſaid . thep whiche make 
warre thus againſt 5 childze of god, 
it muſte nedes be that ther fret and 
| func, 
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fume: Ind eucn as thep haue thepz 


furious i madde rages , and thinke 
to deuour al s to be ſhozt, be like me 
peſſeſſed w deuills:ſo, in ſteade of 5 
that thep are ſo vehement +4 hote in 
their coler t anger, they ſhuld tcarne 
to connert j ſame toward them ſel⸗ 
ues-+ to conſider 4 thinke alas, what 
do we: And then after he ſatth think 
in your beddes,) is to ſay whan pou 
haue kozgotten your rages whiche 
brought you beſide pour ſcifs-know 
that there is a god / t turne to him w 
a good will, oz ells he knoweth how 
to plucke pon to bym agapnſt your 
wills. Soi this place þ pꝛophet ſhe - 
beth p not only he warneth ß faith- 
fal of their duetp, which is to be qut- 
et + fill in their affectons, + as ſonc 
as god ſpeaketh a woꝛd to receine tt 
obedietiy: but alſo he vſeth ths like 
woꝛds to them þ loke a loft, thinke 
the ſelfes ſtrög ynongh to oucrcome 
god no, no ſaith he know tam god 
wbtch wilbe eralted amog p people: 
whan he ſpeaketh thus,he wrancth 
not onely he wil be knowen in the 
middeſt of hys Churche and flocke: 


but alſo that they wWhypche thynke 
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to oucrcome him, and all his, and ſo 
ſpare none, hal know maugre their 
beardes , that his name onght to be 
eralted:as we ſe that al the wicked, 
the moze they ſwel againſt god, and 
ſpewe their venime 2gainfſt þ pooze 
faithefull, they doe but haſten they; 
owne deſtruction ſo much the moe, 
and whan they thinke that there is 
no god,02 cells that he hideth Himſelf 
as though he could doe no moꝛec, it is 
cuen than that he openeth the gate 
to his glozy to make it knowen,and 
to make it ſhine ſo muche the mo2e 
thozow out all the woꝛld. Nowe in 
the meane time the pꝛophet ſheweth 
vs Þ this which he ſpcakcth to theſe 
enemies of god, and h perſecutours 
ok his church, is not fo2 their inſtruc⸗ 
tion, but it is partly fo2 to make the 
inercuſable(as wc haue ſaid) t part- 
lp alſo to confounde them the mo2e, 
oz ells to defpe them.

And ſo then let vs note that this (cn 
tence onght not to be oneſp p2acniſed 
at one tyme, and vndcrſtode negle⸗ 
gently as pallinge lightly oner it, 
then to make no moe accopt ofit, 
but that we muſte thinke on it eue⸗ 
ning and mo2ninge as we knowe if 
in eſteg: Fo: he that is the ſtouteſt 
in the woꝛld chall in leſſe than halſe 
an how2e finde him ſelſe diſmayed # 
aſtonnicd,onles god foztify 4 ſtregh-s 
then hym : Fo2 we muſte alwapes 
learne this leſſõ, that the god of Ja- 
cobisour foꝛtreſſe and trong holde. 
Nowe then we haue alreadpe ſaide 
t hat there is here two thinges to be 
noted in cod: the one is, his infinite 
power by whiche he goucrneth the 
wo2:ld,and kepeth all vnder his gut⸗ 
dinge. And ſpecially that he holdeth 
Satan ſo ſnaffled w al hys ſuppoſts 
that they can doe nothing but in aſ- 
much as god giucth them leaue and 
lptence. 
See then of one ſide, ö title which

god of hoſtes: but he is called þ God 
of Jacob, becauſe we ſhould knew y 
his truth wil not fatlc vs. Fo2 if we 
bad no moe but gods high maicſtic, 
what ſhuld 5 pꝛofte vs: Me ſhould 
be euer moe in doubt. And ſpecially 
becauſe we are pooze ſpnncrs , we 
Would not thinke 5 god fano:cd vs, 
and dildained to come nigh vnto vs 
and to abaſe him ſelt ſo muche, to be 
our pꝛotectoz deff dour, 1 to pꝛoteſt 
that he wil haue vs in his keping as 
it is here ſhewed vs: Brit whan we 
know 9 he is come downe vbnto vs 
by his ws2d let vs know ß nedes his 
truth muſt appeare, + we muſte vn⸗ 
derſtand the power therof, 4 how to 
erecute it. This waye then muft we 
make our p2oftt of this place of ſerip 
ture, i after we know, that we muſt 
in all ſplente and quietngs of mind, 
heareÞ which god ſpeaketh vnto vs, 
we mutt alſo learne, that not onclp 
we are his creatures, but Þþ he ſepa⸗ 
rateth vs from the unbeleues and 
that by faith we arc entred into hys 
hon(s „to be counpted + accepted 

the 
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the number ofhis childꝛen, and that 
conſequently our ſaluation is kepte 
by meanc of our faith, as Saint Pe- 
ter ſaith, in his ſetond canonical CT- 
piſtle. And faith keepeth the ſpectall 
pꝛomiſes in thoſe to who he maketh 
them, + doth the this pleaſurc to en- 
graue the i their harts by his holt ſpt 
rite, And although they bane ſome⸗ 
time trouble 4 bnqutetnes , 4 make 
much a doc the (clues, ret nenertbe- 
les, they come again alwaics to this 
concluſion. The god which hath ons 
recciued vs into his kepig wil neuer 
faile vs, and he will be conquerour 
whan alis done, and yet the vicozp 
fhalbe fo2 our ſaluation and health. 
And namcly he wpll not ſuffer vs, 
fo to be ſtrooken downe that we 
ſhall not rpſe . And after he bathe 
thewed vs oure weakencſle fo2 to 
make vs ſtoupe , he wyll alſo gyue 
bs to vndcrſtande that hys hande 
is ſtronge ynenghe toſuſtapne and 

hold vs vp, 
Now, let vs fa! downe befo2e p ma 
leſtie ot our good god acknowledgig 
our 
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our offences,dcſiring him to glue vg 
ſuch vnfaincd repentaunce fo: them 
that it mape bzinge vs agatne vnto 
him. And that he would woꝛke ſo in 
vs by bis holy ſpirite, that we mapt 
euermoze call vpon him in the mids 
deft of all the conflicts and batailes 
that albe made againſt bs, x that 
we map returne alwates to him, not 
doubtinge but that his name ſhalbe 
ſo glozified in vs, e that he will giue 
vs matter, pꝛaiſes, and ſonges foꝛ to 
render bim thankes Wall, and that 
he will not ceaſe to be nlozified alſo 
in our enemies, althoughe they goe 
about to darke 4 hide his truth, And 
that we may continue ſo to fyght a⸗ 
gainſt ſathan and againft our owne 
vices Þ at þ laſt we may haue þ vic- 
tozytocometoy reſt which he hath 
p2epared fo2 vs in heauen,and pur. 
chaſed ſo dere with Þ p2ecions bloud 
of our lozd Jeſus Chziſt.

boue and bencth. Fo? in derde there 
is no place but hath ſome note 02 to 
ken of his power, wiſedome, and 
Juſtice:ſo that he deſcrueth well to 
be glo2ifred in al his creatures, It is 
ſaid alſo that his truth ſurmonnteth 
the clouds. We may wel then mag⸗ 
nifie god in general,bccauſe be hath 


created the wozld, goucrneth it and 
mains 
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maintaineth it by hys power. But 
there is pet a knowledge moze neere 
vato god as concerning the caltyng 
furth of the church. And behold why 
the pꝛophet makes here a compart- 
ſon betwene the glozy of god which 
aypeareth euerp where, andy which 
Wyneth p2zinctpally in the Church, 
becauſe that god dwelleth init as 
in his houſe, And therefoze he ſapth 
that he is. Hivbly to be pravſed in his caric, 
and addeth the reaſon why. Becauſe 
that there he is bonozed and ſerued. 
Hoe eit is true that the pꝛophete 
ſpeaketh koz his time: fo2 then God 
kept a people to him ſelke and dedp⸗ 
cated a contrpe fo2hys ſerutce that 
is to ſape, Turye , andthe Citpe of 
Jeruſalem was as hys ſcatcropall, 
becauſe the temple was there buyl- 
ded, the lawe there pꝛeached, and the 
people there certified of their ſalua⸗ 
tion. He ſaith then notably that god 
is. Highly to be ptay ſed in that place, ag pf 
it had been ſaide, it men were not to 
much blinded, it is certaine that god 
glueth them matter and occaſpon ps 
nough to glozpfye hym : Foz pf bys 

goodnes 
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goodnes reacheth euen vnto brute 
beaſtes, mo2ercaſon it is that men 
ſhuld fecle it, yea cuen the vnfaithe- 
fult. Fo2 pf there were nothing ells 
but that god gane them the ſonne to 
ſhine vpon them , and the earthe to 
b2ing furth frutte koz them, is it not 
pnough to cauſe them to gpuc hym 
pꝛatſe: But becauſe theſe peruers 
ignozant men know not god, whan 
they eniope the benefites that he &t- 
ues them, + lacke the pzincipall,y is 
to ſap, the inſtruction which is atat 
vs whan god declareth bp his truth 
that he will be our father + ſautour. 
Fo aſmuch than I ſay as many me 
lack this, the pꝛophet ſaith that god is 
highty ro be praiſ-d,of them to whom he 
hath ſhewed him ſcif. There is a ſe⸗ 
cond reaion. o: as haue toucked 
befo2e,god declareth himſelf dayly to 
be p kepcr of his church, remeb2cth 
it deltnexeth it, and takes þ cauſe in 
hand wha it is wiongfullpaffliges 
by their enemies. And this is þ cauſe 

by it is ſatd in the other pſalme, 5 

þ pꝛapſe remaineth to god in Sion. 

By 
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By thele woꝛdes the p2ophet ſigny⸗ 
ficth that the faithfull ſhall haue al- 
wales ſome thinge to thanke and to 
pꝛaiſe god fo2: foꝛ he ncuer ceaſed to 
doe them good, to ſhewe them hps 
aide in time conuentent, to ſet abꝛod 
his riches tothem, and to make the 
fcele his goodnes. Cucn as god then 
hath alwaies his hand open to gyue 
vnto his faſthcfull all » he knoweth 
to be good foꝛ their ſaluatto :fo muſt 
theifo2 their part ope their mouthes 
to acknowledge that rhep are bound 
to reherſe and ſing his pꝛaiſes. We 
ſee nowe what this ſentence impoz⸗ 
teth that god is highlye to be pꝛap⸗ 
ſed in bys Citpe „ yca in The hyll of 
his holynes. 

No bor he ſheweth that the towne 
of Icrufalem was no moze woꝛthpe 
no2 moe pꝛecious then other, of his 
owne nature: but becanſe that God 
had commaunded that there the ſa⸗ 
crifices ſhould be offered vnto hym, 
and that his lawe ſhuld there be de⸗ 
clared. And had pꝛompſed that they 
that woulde come ſceke hym there, 
GHounlve fpnde him al waics at ons 
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with him, and that their requeſtes 
thouſd there be heard, foz this cauſe 
be magnificth it ſo much. But now 
there is no cectaine place in p wo2ld 
whcre god wiil be honozed as was 
then, as it is ſaid.loha Chapter the 
time is nowe come that ſithe Teſus 
Chult which is the vertttie of the ft- 
cures of the old law, is come downe 
amonge vs , we miſt no moe ſecke 
god in any hill, no2 in the matertall 
temple whiche was vnder the lawe. 
but cacry where a man wap call vp- 
on him. Thus then, this poarine ap- 
partepneth to vs, to werte, that pt 
the woꝛd of god be pꝛeached and that 
we receiue it in obedience, and alſo 
p2oteſt in truth and veritie to be hits 
people, coſccrating our ſelues vnto 
him, then thall he be hyghlp p2ayſe 
wo:thy among vs, that is to ſay, we 
ſhall feele htm ſo good, ſo liberall, x 
ſo gentil,that we ſhalt alwates haue 
wherwith to reiopſe in him, and to 
conkeſſe that it is a full and parfece 
fclicitie 4 bleſſednes when men may 
reſte, and haue their refuge in bym, 
Do we ſee that this pꝛeſent pſalme 
C.t. was 
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was not made onelpe fo2 the Jewwes 
no fo: the ſhadowes whiche tceaſſed 
at the comming of our loꝛde Jeſus, 
but alſo foz a common inftruction of 
the church, which ought to haue her 
ſtrength, and floꝛiſhe cuen vutill rhs 
wo2ldsenvde., Rowe, it ts ſaide that 
the toline of Fcrufalem is faper in 
in ſituation , becauſe of the moun⸗ 
caine,thatistocofirmcthe ſentence 
of the nert verſe, and by the wap, we 
haue to note that the pꝛophete wpll 
here declare vnto vs, j we are ſainc⸗ 
tified by the grace and fauour of god 
whan he ratigneth in the myddle of 
vs, and whi we doc him homage as 
to our ſoucrapne king + pzince. To 
ſpeake aptlic,there was but þ tem- 
pley was ſaintificd with greate ſo⸗ 
lempnitie 4 many ceremonies, Foz 
it was as pf god had been reſident 
there inuiſpble pꝛeſence whan they 
came to call vpon bym iny temple: 
But pet the pꝛophete ſaith 5 the ho⸗ 
lines of the temple, is euerp where, 
ſo ̊ all they which frequent thither, 
and are members of the church, and 
bouſhalve fellows with this people 
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which god had choſen fo2 his inheri⸗ 
taũte are töpted holy, becauſe 5 god 
dedicated 5 place vnto him ſelt fo2 to 
make his name there to be called vp- 
en. Now this map ſtand vs in much 
ſteabe, whan we beholde oure owne 
pouertie 4 vnclcanes. And although 
the holp ſcripture ſay that we are a 
kingly pꝛeeſthode, that we arc holp 
beſſells,to be ſhoꝛt Þ euer one of vs 
is the temple of the holye ghoſt:pet 
notwſtanding whi we come to era⸗ 
mine what we are, our ſinnes «+ fpl- 
thines come againſt vs, which con- 
found vs,ſo y we may ſtand in doubt 
and in greate angupſhe, : cannot be 
fullp reſolned that god aduoucheth 
bs fo: his childzen . But whan we 
knowe that becauſe he hath ſent his 
wo2de amonge vs, and » it is retep⸗ 
ued, he hath gyuen vs the vſe of hys 
ſacramentes althoughe that in oure 
perſones we be vbnclcane , pet we 
get a holpenes as it were by boꝛow⸗ 
inge, fo: it plealeth god to gather 
vs ſo vnto hym. Beholde then what 
muſt pꝛincipally be noted + markt 5 
the pꝛophete, hauinge ſpoken of the 

E. ii. holy 
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holp hill, addeth therto the Citie of 
dur god. Now then it is ſaid that Je⸗ 
raſalem was in a faicr ütuatton, as 

alſo men know it by the hiſtozies. 
But let vs note that the pzophete 
abone all thingreſpencd the qualitte 
that god had gyucn to that tolunc, 
in aſmuch as he had choſen it foz his 
ſeate . and as it were fo; his dwelling 
place. Althoughe then there were 0- 
ther townes, bothe rycher, and alſo 
moe ertellent, and contreps faprer 
and moe kruttefull, pet Jeruſalem 
was pꝛeferred befo2e ali the reſte of 
the wo2ld, And why-becauſe þ grace 
and fauoyr of god was not appopn⸗ 
ted there koꝛ the merites of men, o2 
ko a natarall beauty ſimple of the 
place:but becauſe god woulde Þ hys 
teaple chuld there be butlded, True 
it is that the pꝛophet had reſpec that 
of auncient tyme God had there ſct 
ſome marcke to ſhewe that in tyme 
to come he woulde haue there ſome 
ertelltt pʒiulledge, which could not 
then be Judged, as it hath happened 
ſince. But pet we muſt come to thys 
ſome and pointe, that the Pzophete 
p2aiſeth 
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zalſeth not here the citte of Jeruſa⸗ 

em fo2herricheſſe noz beauty , no: 
fo: any thing that was in it:but be - 
cauſe that god had choſen it . Nowe 
yet þ aũcient fathers loked alwaics 
to this end chiefly, which was p hea- 
nenly lpfe, and were not as beaſtes 
fatted in þ ſtalle, nepther pet ſonght 
thep onely fo2 their beally o2 þ thing 
that was to be deſired acco2ding to 
the wo2ld, but ſought alwates cter- 
nall life. But now a dates we ougbt 
much rather to loke vp towards hca 
nen, ſeing that Jeſus chziſt hath ap- 
peared vnto vs, to the intent to cons 
duc and gupde vs the right waye to 
his ſpirituall kingdome , and is the 
patron whereby be frameth vs lyke 
vnto him. Nowe we knowe that he 
bad not where to reſt his hed: fo2 he 
ſaith if þ birdes find where to light, 
the beatts haue their reſting places, 


the ſonne of man hath not a place to 
put his head i. Zhen we muſt nedes 
be fctraſigers i this wozld,fo2 our fa- 
thers were ſo,t wer called ſo, as Bot 
ſcs declareth ſpeaking of Jacob. and 
the apoſtle alſo reciteth it in y ſecond

chapiter to þ C bꝛewes. But pet we 
mult in theſe dapes ſcke to ridde vs 
from yp which might kepe vs in this 
periſhing life, And whyzbecauſe Jes 
ſus Chil is our life as ſaint Paull 
faith. We muſte then be as it were 
dead menin the wozlde , and aſpire 
with all our diligence 4 ſtudy to the 
laſt dap-in the which our loꝛd Teſus 
ch2i& will make vs partakers of bis 
glozp: To be ſhoꝛt, we muſte vnder- 
ftand + perceiue what this meaneth 
that the kingdome of god ts ſpirttu⸗ 
al. Foz we map not ſeke a p2oſperite 
of the church, as though we ſhoulde 
here make our triumphe, + haue our 
reſt in this wozld we muſte ( J ſape) 
go further 4 knowe, that this point 
onelp ought to ſuifiſc vs, that ſeing 
god hath ſet vs here beneth t knos 
weth p we be hungry and thurſtp, x 
ſubie to many miſeries and pouer⸗ 
ties, he maketh vs toremeber it and 
pet not withſtanding we are fl the 
enheritcrs of the wo2ld, as Sainge 
Paull ſaſth, Roma thus much then 

as concerning this pointe. 
Noe it is ſaide that the Citie of 
god 
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god is in a faier ſituatton and that it 
is fater by reaſon cf the countrep a- 
bout it. Now then let vs take þ fruit 
of thys doctrine , It behoueth vs to 
note 5̊ oure felicite is not in catinge 
o2 dzinkinge, noꝛ inthe pleaſures of 
the wozld, but in Þ that god is mer- 
cifull vnto vs andy Wwe loke fo2 the 
Jope + poſſeſſion of the inheritance 
which is pꝛomiſed vs, and pet nowe 
bydden fro vs. But in p meane time 
god pet giueth vs alittle taſt of hys 
goodnes, ſo that we percepue it, and 
haue therof ſome tokens althoughe 
the woꝛld mocke vs, and pzophane 
men put out their tonge at vs, 4 ſet 
their fete vpon our th:otes , and be 
railed t ſkoznedat by p wicked, yet 
we ſhall neuer be ſo dellitute of the 
grace of god, but we ſhall fele in cf- 
fect that ſaint panll ſpake not with- 
ont cauſe that godlynes hath p p20- 
miſes as well of this pzeſent life as 
of the lyfe to come. Fozells what 
could we doe-whan a pooze chiiſti⸗ 
an ſhal be in the handes of ty2ants, 
pk he felt not that god dothe alſyite 
him, in what cace oulde he be: 
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And whan we ſhalbe ftroken downe 
with any ſicknes oz anp other afflic- 
tion, pet pf we knowe that god hath 
not fo2zgotte vs, that comfo2teth vs 
greatly. Furthermo2e we ſee , that 
many times a mo2ſcll of bꝛead that 
he ſhall giue vnto his faithfull (hall 


doe them moe good and reiopſe the 


much moe than the vnfaithful ſhall 
in all their riot 4 crceſſe . And why: 
Foz there is better ſauour in it than 
in all the goodes of the wozlde, and 
ſpecially when we percepue that we 
be the chyldꝛen of god, and haue a 
ſure teſtimony that he ſo accepteth, 
and hathe care ouer vs lyke a good 
father. 

Thus then we doc not onely take 
hold vpon þ goodnes of god to make 
bs merrp, as touchinge the eternall 
life which is pet hidden from vs,al- 
thoughe we hope fo2 it: But-alſo as 
concerning all the benefites that we 
recepue daily of him. In this be ſhe⸗ 
weth that he will make vs felc that 


be bath not made vs his childzen in 


baine. This then ts the ſome of that 
which we muſt beare in mind. Now 
it 
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it is ſald that the hyl of Sion is the reioy- 
ſing of al che earth, He confirmeth mnch 
better that we haue alreadp erpoũ⸗ 
ded: Fo? without this wozd a man 
might haue ſapde that the pꝛopbete 
ſpake of one towne oneipe and that 
it concerneth vs nothing at al. But 
he ſaith that it is the ſope of all the 
wo2lde, becauſe that the doctryne of 
ſalnatto which god had ſet there as 
in charge vnto them fo2 atime-ſhuld 
be pzcached and publiſhed thꝛough⸗ 
out all the wo2lde, end in deede we 
haue where at to refoyſe plentifully 
ſceynge god hathe bzoken the wall 
whiche was the meane betwenc the 
Jewes and vs which were heatben. 
Fo2 befoze that, we wereercluded 
out of all the pozmiſes , but whan 
Jeſus Ch:iſt appered, and ſaid that 
he was not come onclyfo2 the chyl⸗ 
dꝛen that were deſcended of the line 
of Abꝛaham, but fo2 all people and 
nations, as it is ſayde in the other 
pſal me. God raigneth that other contreys 
latte of teioꝝ ſe at it. Seinge then y thys 
was done, in ſteade ÿ there was but 
one handfull of people whiche woz⸗ 
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ſhipped god vnder the lawe and the 
— — are partakers of that 

enefite, and of the ſame ineſtima⸗ 
ble felicite, whan it is ſaide that the 
Hill of ton ſhalbe the Jope of all þ 
earth. And this is that which is alſo 
ſhewed vs by Eſap the pꝛophct, that 
the lawe ſhoulde come from thence. 
And in the pſalme. no. that god hath 
ſtretched out His ſceptre euen vnto 
the furthermoſt endes of the earth, 
and to the contreps farre of . To be 
ſho2t god was calledvpon + knowe 
thozowoute all the wo2td. But pet 
the roote and beginning came from 
that temple,# the hope that we haue 
of onre ſaluation. Foz the lawe and 
pꝛophetes haue had this teſtimonpe 
5 god woulde take vs w the Fewes 
and make vs his childꝛen. Seynge 
then it is ſo 5̊ our ſaluation is pꝛoce⸗ 
ded kr the lawe and þ pꝛophetes. It 
is rightly ſaide p we haue our Jope 
alſo fro thence. In what cace are we 
bntil god make vs feele bis power: 
Let vs put the cace that we be moze 
then emperours oꝛ kings, pet if god 
be againſt vs, we ſhal haue a * 
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that ſhal gnawe vs al wales, and we 
ſhal euer be in continual tourment. 


It is true Þ the wicked ſhal ſleape y⸗ 


nough like d2onkards, but howe ſo- 
ener it be, they ſhal neuer have test 
oz quictnes, fo: thep muff vere and 
tourment them (clues. 

To be ſhoꝛt we can neuer reteyrſe 
bntill we know Þ god hath recetucd 
vs into big fancur , 4 finde grace at 
bis hands, : be heard whan we ſhall 
haue oure refuge vnto him + alſo be 
neuer left bare Wout his ayde + ſuc⸗ 
cour. Whan we haue once wel per- 
ſwaded oure (clues in this, we (hall 
haue where at to teiopſe. Fo2other- 
wiſe all our Fope is accurſed, + tur- 
neth into miſchiefe , and gnaſſhyng 
of teeth, if we (hall begyn at ſuche 
an ende as this, that is to ſay, whan 
we ſhall make no accompte of the 
loucofgod and fatherly aſfedion vp- 
on which all the fapthful doe leane. 
Nowe it is weil ſapde alſo from the 
no2th, becauſe that the Hill of Sion 
loked and late towarde that 3 ; 
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And namely whan this moꝛtal ene- 
my ok god and ok his people ſpewed 
oute theſe blaſphemies, and ſapd he 
would vtterlyp raſe all. No(ſaith he) 
TI will make there my ſcate in that 
hill of the no2zth,as if he had ſapde 5 
the temple, which þ Jewes thought 
had been conſecrated vnto god.ſhuld 
be raſed by him, and whan this tp⸗ 
rant ſpake thus, it is to ſhewe, that 
he ment this tolwwne whiche god had 
choſen, and namely this hill where 
his temple was butlded, to the intet 
that it might be viſible, and ſcnee a 
farre of, and it was to keepe all the 
Tewes in an bnttte of fatth. Foz we 
knowe howe wauering and vncon- 
ffant they haue ben, vet we may not 
thinke that it was a ſpectall byce in 
them only, fo we ſee howe eche one 
of vs is full of lightneſTe and in con- 
ſtaunce, foꝛ euerp man wil foꝛge vn⸗ 
to himſelfe newe opinions and fan- 
taſies:and therto doe men apply the 
ſelfeg naturally. Fo2 this cauſe then 
god would that the temple ſhulde be 
buplt in a high place becauſe it was 
as it were a banner that he ſct * 
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the whiche he called all the Jewes, 
ſaping:come and know me foz pont 
father and ſautour. Noboc as 3 baue 
alrcadpe touched theſe fpgures by 
paſt, but the truth and ſubſtance re⸗ 
maincth ſtill with vs. Let vs learne 
they top:ocurc as much as we mat, 
y the banner of god may appeare,# 
that men may knolve that we holde 
him foz dure kinge, and dcſire to be 
his ſubieges. Fo2 it map not be that 
our faith ſhould be hydden, as there 
are manp men which ſape that they 
beleue in their hart. And in p mcane 
time, thep haue their mouth cloſe, oog mag 
and there appereth no vertue in the. be conte. 
To be ſhoꝛte, they are altogither as («4 allo af- 
thep were dead. Nowe god will that well work 
as we recepue his wo2d w onr hart, wunge a. 
ſo we ſhould pꝛokeſfe him with onre bare. 
mouth, declare that we are his, and 
de ſpꝛe that cacry one ſhould humble 
himſelf vnder his mateſtte ond that 
there is none but he only that is er⸗ 
altcdon high, towardes whom all 
eyes ſhould loke, This ts that, that 
we muſt remember, Now although 
that this were the erccilencp of — 
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hill of Son to be on p noꝛth ſide pet 
neuertheles it was beaten with the 
wind, as we knowe, p thoſe that be 
ſet towards þ ſame wind ſuffer ma- 
ny hard + ſharp blaſtes. And that is 
to declare vnto vs z the ſtate 4 cons 
dition of the church is cue ſuch, And 
although god wil that his grace flo- 
riſhe x ſhine in it, and be manyfeſt x 
viſible in it, pet neuertheſes he cea- 
ſeth not to ercereiſe it in many trou⸗ 
bles and ſaffercth ſtozmes +4 whirl- 
windes to beate againſt it in ſuche 
ſozt Þ men ſhal well know that they 
whlche reſt x ſtay them (clues vpon 
him ſhalbe toTed to and fro. 
Ket vs J ſaye ) pꝛepare ourc ſelues 
herevnto, fo: we muſt fele 5 node a 
dates in effeg which was then in fi- 
gure. And ſo thervpon tbe p:ophete 
addeth. That god ſhalbe knowen in his pal 
laice for a Hue gatd. Pere the pꝛophet cr- 
p:clleth it much better p that which 
be hath ſpoken hitherto ofthe Citie 
of Jeruſale,was not becauſe it was 
moe wozthye then other oz ſhoulde 
truſt in her foztreſſes, oz that it had 
anp thinge of this wozlde , oz in on 
C2 
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behalf of creatures, All that then is 
beaten downe in ſaying that god is 
knowen in his palace. Nolve thys 
wozd is to be noted, foz in ſpeaking 
thus, it is as if he ſatd that the ſit ua⸗ 
tios of which he ſpeaketh here, were 
neither of bulwarkes fo:trcſſes , 02 
great caſtells fo to reſiſt þ enemies, 
but tn Þ that God is knowen to be 
dure defendour , Here then the p20- 


phet beateth downe all euer men 


thinke to haue foz a meane to main⸗ 
taine and kepe them ſelfe. Foz they 
muſt loke towards god. Note thys 
ſentence is very notable , fo2 we ſee 
howe pzowde me be if they hauc anp 
occaſion,as they that haue ſtronge 
townes thinking they map defpe al 
their enemies. And aboue all if they 
haue great reuenues, and plentie of 
munition. And we ſc þ kings thinke 
to be inuincible what hey haue their 


. townes foztificd to repulſe al aſſaul 


tes:4 areas in a neſt aboue the clon- 
des. Foz they thinke theſclues to he 
nonof þ nũber of me, And i as much 
as they pzomiſe vnto thiſelugan aſ- 
ſurance becanſe of their munition: 
ſtrtgth,they thike there cancuer il! 
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come venta them, and ſo ſeke no kur⸗ 
cher. And although we be nothing, 
and all p we can hanc,ts but ſmoke 
pet there be ſome foolcs that thinke 
that our foztreſſes, holdes, andram⸗ 
pars, be meruelous things.and that 
they houl» deſcend 4 kepec vs harme⸗ 
ics. Rob it is certaine, ſpectallp acs 
coding to men, and after the opinio 
that a man will hold that god nedes 
not to doe any mo2e but blowe vpon 
all that is in Genena foz to make it 
vamiſhe awaye. And it it ſeme to vs 
that it is otherwiſe it is nothinge, + 
Icſſc than nothinge:and pet there be 
ſome bzaggars whiche ſct vp thep?2 
ho2nes , and thinke they coulde doe 
merueilles i neede were. Andit is 
much to the purpoſe. It is but a fe⸗ 
ther which the wind bloweth to and 
fro . Let vs learne then that which 
is here taught vs, that is to ſape, al⸗ 
thoughe we had walles a hundzeth 
times thicker tha we haue, and had 
bullwarkes, rampars , garniſons, 
and munitio,yea and ſuch furniture 
and pzeparati6 that nothing lackt. 
And lo were the greateſt kings and 
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mperours, and had on our ſide ali 


the chicfe of the wozld, yet muſt not 


this ſhadowe of the bulwarkes and 
thicknes of walles,darke the great⸗ 
nes of god, 

So than let vs well note that god 
muſt be knowen in þ mioſt of all his 
palaces . And then we ſhall knowe 
wherewall to reſiſt all the fozce and 
ſtregth of the wo2lo , whan god thal 
be on our ſyde, and Whan we ſhalbe 
with him, + he (hall take vs into bis 
keping. Foz it is higoffpce to main- 
tame and defend vs. And whan we 
ſhalbe hidde under his winges, and 
be at reſt 4 quict,then will he make 
vs to fele howe great his p2oreaton 
is. And namelp ſeing we be nothing 
t have no defence, acco2dinge to the 
Judgement of men: we haue ß moe 
to gloziſie him, whiche by a blaſt of 
his mouth can make al Þ pzeparati6 
of the wicked to vanſſhe away lyke 
ſmoke. But as J haue alrcaty ſaid, 
to loke towards our god, : that this 
doctrine map be ſo engraucd in oure 
harts p; it map neuer be defaced, god 
muſt be knowen inthe mydit of hys 
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palaces that is to ſay, whan we ſhal 
indedcp2oteſt to be his, he acknow 
ledge vs fo? ſuch ons, and we again 
haue occaſion 4 matter to aſſure our 
ſclnes therof, But in þ meane time 
let vs beware to make our (clues be 
leue this o2 that, + ſaye, pea but we 
haue ſuch thinges and ſuche foz vs, 
we haue this and that meane fo; to 
help our ſelues by, wel let vs accept 
and vſe that which god giueth: But 
in the meane time aboue al things, 
let vs take heede that the ſame blind 
not our epes, ſo that we be hyndzed 
from beholdinge of what great va⸗ 
ine the pzotenton and kepynge that 
god hath pꝛompſed bs, is. See than 
whye it is notabſpe ſapde. That god is 
knowen fora ptotection. Nolve the pꝛo⸗ 
phete therebpon remembzeth a cer⸗ 
tayne experience, that God had gp- 
uen of his apde and ſuccoure, as we 
knowe howe the Cytye of Jcruſas 
lem wag delpuered after a meruel- 
ous ſoꝛte from the hande of Senna⸗ 
cherib, who wonlde hane thoughte 
that ſuche an armye ,ſo tronge and 


mighty 
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myghtpe with ſo great a multſtude 
woulde haue gon awape, 02 coulde 
haue been oucrcome tn a moment, 
pea wypthoute the hande of man: 


Fo2 beholde the Angell of god made ſeruglem 
a terrpble dyſconfiting of them and qcliuercd 

flewe not onelpe a hundzed thou- by ao An. 
ſand, but thzee 02 fower hundzethe gel of god. 


thouſande. Rowe whan we ſce that 
God hathe thus wzoughte at one 
tyme , knowynge that be woulde 
haue thys Hiſtozpe to ſerue vs foz 
an inſtrudyon, and that it was as 
it were a keye,to open bs the waye 
bnto hym, whan we ſhalbe in anye 
perplcritye oz trouble, and ſo haue 
acceſſe fo2to call vpon hym . Alſo 
there was the lyke done, whan the 
two greate kinges of Samaria and 
Iſracil made warre agaynſt the Ct- 
tie of Jeruſalem, and thonght vbt- 
teripe to deſtrope it. oz kynge A- 
chaz was cloſed bp in the towne 
as in a Sepulchze , Bet God 
bꝛoughte all that to nothing,yea in 
lee then turninge ofa hande , and 
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laughed at the foliſhe and raſhe en⸗ 
terp2iſe of theſe two greate kinges, 
which ſpit fier out of they2 thzotes 
like dzagons. No no(ſaithe he) they 
are two fier biandes „ men thinke 
that they would kindle a fier to cons 
ſume all:but they are but two ſmo⸗ 
king bꝛandes which ſone vantſhe a- 
wap. We knowe alſo howe god de- 
ltncredkinge Aſa whan he was ſet 
vpon by the Cthioptens : whan the 
people was ſo diminiſhed, y it was 
thought the pooze church ſhuld baue 
been eaten vp W one co2ne of ſalte 
(as thep ſap). And yet god w2ought 
wonderfully therein. The p:ophete 
then ſheweth that the ſame thynge 
whiche he ſpake befo2e ſhalbe vert- 
fied and pꝛoued which God bath as 
it were ſealed, bycauſe it hath been 
done bekoze. Now it is true that this 
ſhall not be done alwapes, J meane 
not. in a viſible maner. Foz god wil 
not ſend his angells from heauen to 
bzeake all the enterpziſes of oure e⸗ 
nemics after that ſo2zt-neither ought 
we to appoint him awap how to do 
it. But thus we mult conclude that 
as 
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as god hath ſuccozedthem that were 
fo:ſaken of men,ſo will he pet doe þ 
Ipke agapne , pf we tarrp patiently 
vntill de declare t ſhewe his power. 
Foz if we hope and truſt in him, and 
haſt not our ſelues to much, he wyll 
ſurmount all that we can Imagine 
o2 conceiue of his gogdnes : power. 
This is than þ mpnd of the pꝛophet 
wha he ſaith, that the kings are aſ- 
ſembled togither , And notablp he 
ſpeaketh thus fo2 to ſhewe, that yf 
all the wozld ſhould be our cncmie, 
pet we ought not to feare if we con- 
ſpder and compare them wpth god. 
Foz ther that arc hardy and bold in 
ary meane daunger, if they ſee that 
men are bent againft them w great 
farniture and pꝛepargtion, thep are 
ſo abaſhed + a frayd that nothing ca 
be moze a frapd. They are ſo amaſcd 
that they knowe not which waye to 
turne themſelues. And whp-becauſe 
thep meaſure the mpghte of god by 
their otone wittes and Judgement, 
which notwfanding is infinite. To 
the intent then we may learne to cs 
feſſe p god is almpghtye , and haue 
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al wales this rule to guyde vs which 
the pꝛophet ſheweth vs, wbiche is 
wha god halbe on our ſide that then 
we map de ſie not oniy thꝛe o2 fower 
that ſhall riſe agapnſte vs: but alſo 
when both great « (mall ſhal make 
warre againft vs, and whan we ſhal 
here ſay from farre contreis , behold

thep are agreed, thep are fully deter⸗ 
myned,the enterp2yſe is concluded. 
TA han we ſhall bere al theſe things 
let vs learne to ſape. Vea but what 
is all p in reſpec of god: Haue thep 
armes longe inough to plucke hym 
out ofhis ſcatz-Hane they munition 
and foztreſſes to ſtoppe bym, that be 
ſuccoz not his whan he will: Ho no. 
To be ſhoꝛt, the pꝛopbete bath here 
notablpeerpzeſſed vnto vs that we 
muſte eſteme them as vanitye and 
ſmoke, whiche make a great bꝛagge 
and ſhowe, and woulde much amaſe 
bs, pt we truſted 1 ated oure ſelues 
on this wo2ld. 

The kinges (ſaithe he) arc aſſembled 
togyrher and haue made their muſters. And 


are 
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are tome, as if the earth ſhuld ſhake 
at their thꝛzeatnings, well, pet they 
are d2opt awape, fo: all their great 
furyeand rage whiche they thought 
had been able to haue made warre 
with heauen. Jt is ſalde that they ſhall 
ſee him. That is to ſap,thep haue ſene 
him,and that hath troubled them, 
thep were afrayd, and amaſed. Now 
here the Pꝛophete ſheweth bs that 
the vnfaithfnl are ſo furious againſt 
the church of god,becauſe they know 
not with whom they haue to doe, x 
that it is againſt nod him ſelfe that 
they make warre,as he hathe verye 
well decfared it in Cſape the P20- 
phete whan he ſatth; Againſt the threat 
nings of Rabſades. Pea but knoweſt 5 
who buylded it,fo2 he th:zratned( as 
we haue ſapde befo2e ) the towne of 
Jeruſalem, and god ſalde vnto him. 
And thou knoweſt not who is the builder of 
ir, Foz he ſpeaketh notablye by the 
mouthe of God. Cucn ſo is it ofthis 
that is ſpoken here, that the kinacs 
whan they perſecute the poo2e chur⸗ 
che, they truſte in they; furnpture 
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and pꝛeparat ion of warre , they are 
pufft vp w p2pde , and are as full of 
benime as todes. And whp: becauſe 
they knowe not p he wpll preſerue 
bis — will baue them weake 
and feeble as concerning the wozlde 
tothe intent that his grace maye be 
the better knowen, a that their ſal - 
nation depende wholly vpon bym. 
Thus hath The vnbeleuers wil not thinke vp⸗ 
re Ge- on that, but ſape, tuſhe we nede not 
zeua beta hut blowe vpd it to onerth2ow al h, 
ofre threat ye nede not make any great p2epa- 
ned bi ſuch xat ion, it is a towne, we muſte raſe 
as 2 it: and what will Þ coſt vs to bꝛyng 
donne it tg paſTezwe nedeno moze but one- 
wende. ip ten thouſand men as a runninge 
campe. Foz it is but a bzeakefaſt in 
a mozninge. Thus then you ſec the 
arrogance g p2ide of theſe that now 
a dayes thinke to ouerth2zow all, as 
it appeareth. And wp: It is becauſe 
thep haue not ſene: but whan they 
hall come to hande ſtrokes (as they 
ſap) t ſhall thinke all is their owne 
andy there remaineth now nothing 
bat to make triumpbes tbercof, god 
will open their epes,that is to _ 
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will make them knowe 5 they haue 
meddled W one that is their maiſter 
and moze then their matche , 4 that 
they muſt be fame to go home again 
with hame pnoughe ( as they ſaye) 
knowtnge ÿ they haue been to raſhe 
and foliche hardy,wha they firft roſe 
ſo in their furie and pʒide. And ſpect⸗ 
allp þ pꝛophet faith. He debuereth her. 
Shewing partly the certaintie of 5 
which he hath ſaid as If he ſhuld ſap, 
My krends. It is true that god wyll 
often tymes ſuffer bs to mourne , £ 
our enemies ſhall come in ſo greate 
rage that we ſhalbe betwene them 
like pooze ſhepe among wulks. But 
be patient a whyle and pou ſhall ſeg 
(fateth he) what J pꝛopone vnto you 
no bee. as if it were pointed unte pou 
with a fingar, ⁊ you ſhal feele by er⸗ 
perience, that god fozgetteth not to 
ſuccour the which put their truſt in 
him andy in time convenient. And 
pour enemtes which at this date ſet 
vp their creſt x loke a loft. and ſhe we 
their violence, halbe confounded, 
And why: becauſe they ſhal begin to 

ſce in ſtcade of that thep are nowe 
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blind. Thervpon the pꝛophet erpofi- 
deth better the thing that he ſatd, to 
wete. That feare came vpon them and poſ- 


leſſed them as the payne of her that laboreth 
of child. Thys Amplitude is famplier 
pnough,and ought to be remembzed 
of bs whan we thall haue a litle taſ- 
ted the pꝛopheſies and the Goſpell, 
That is to ſap , that the feare of the 
wicked and contemnours of god, is 
as the ſozowe and greefe of a womd 
ſodainly taken,foz ſhe ſhall be merp 
and at her eaſe, And lo by + by come 
the pangs and grypes of labour vp⸗ 
on her # then ſhe gnaſheth her teeth 
fo2 paine. E uen ſo fareth it w them 
that abuſe ſo their foꝛce and ſtreqth 
that they make no conſcience to rpſe 
agapnſt god, and to attempt this oz 
that bepond al meaſure. Thep haue 
thep2 bellp puffed bp: but ſodapnelp 
god ſtriketh them with hoꝛrour and 
keare in ſuche ſoꝛte, that thep can- 
not tell what ſhall become of them. 
No we to be ſhozte this is to declare 
vnto bs that God hathe incomp2e- 
benſible meanes, to delfner vs from 
death, whan it ſhall ſeme that ours 
nes 
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enempes haue vbaypnqupſhed bs an 
bhundzeth tymes,and deſyze nothing 
but to ſwallow vs vp, and that god 
wyll wozke in ſuche ſozte that thep 
ſhall be ſtroken wyth ſodaine feare. 
And of thys wc haue neede to be ad⸗ 
monpſhed and warned. Foz we 
ſee howe the deſpyſers of the goſpell 
and the perſecutours of the churche 
are lpke vnto wplde Bozes , full of 
poyſon and furpong agapnſte the 
—— fapthefull , and lpke unſatta⸗ 

le goulfes whiche cannot be ſatiſ- 
tyed wyth blonde. And in the meane 
time what p2yde is there: Þe that 
wpll ſape vnto theſe apes oz babing 
whyche gouerne nowe a dapes the 


courtes of kynges,+ make althings Ape, or ba 
paſſe thozowe thep2 bandes, what bias of the 
thinke pon to dozagainft who ftrine court, 


pou:zthep wil replpe 4 ſay. See theſe 
vagabonds + beggarly fellowes- wil 
they pet thꝛeatt bs: And th? we ſhal 
be a hüdzeth times ſwallowed vp by 
p rage of theſe bꝛaue me of þ wozld, 
There is a certain ſecurttyo2carclef 
nes which engedzeth euch a ficrſnes 
4 pꝛide in al the perſecutours of the 
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church in ſuch wiſe that they thinke 
no euil can come neere them, as 1! fs 
ſaid in the.9.pſalme, and as Cſaye 
the prophete alſo recitcth,y if there 
fel a tempeſt, os ſtoꝛzme, thꝛoughout 
al the wo2ld, they thinke they could 
neuer be touchedtherwith. But let 
bs remember, that whiche is ſapde. 
That they ſhalbe taken ſodainly 15 a woman 
is taken with grypes &. panhes of chil. birth, 
See then howe this admonitton ts 
very p2ofitable fo: vs, to the intent 
5 we ſhuldnot be to muche abaſhed 
no: diſcouraged wtth the ſtout bold⸗ 
nes t p2ide of our aducrſarics , whi 
they riſe ſo againſt vs. And euen as 
we haue neede to be aduertiſed and 
warned of that: ſo alſo on the other 
fide fo2 our part, let vs not thinke to 
be ſodainly taken, as our lo2d Teſus 
Chziſt alſo applyeth this ſimilitude 
to that vſe, whan he ſaith that thep 
whiche be a leepe ſhalbe wakened: 
but it is to late. And will we be er- 
empt from the Judgement of God? 
tet vs then walke tn keare and care, 
and pꝛepare our ſelnee euerp dap to 
recepue p chaltiſemets 4 ec 
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that god ſhall ſend vs, and ſpecially 
the doctrines 4 admonitions,to the- 
ende that we mape be patient, s not 
to be like the woman that is ſodain⸗ 
ly taken w paine + greefe, whan we 
ſhall haue conſpdered longe befoze 
what map happen vnto vs. But pf 
we wpl harden our hartes, 4 mocke 
god, and deſpiſe his thꝛeatninges e 
cozrecions , it is moſt certaine that 
we can neuer eſcape that whiche is 
here ſaid ,and that p pzophete name 
ly applycth to them that perſecute 
p churche, and by that meanes take 
vpon them to make warre againſt þ 
liuig god. TWherfo2e let bs now fal 
downe befozc p maleſtie of our good 
god, in acknowledging of our offen/ 
ces deſiring him that he wol vouche 
ſafe to glue vs a good and ſure foun - 
dation,that ncucr may be ſhaken of 
turne vs away from the pzomiſes to 
his church. but knowing that be wil 
dwell in the mpddeſt of vs, we mape 
earneſtly ſecke him, not doubtpnge 
but that he will be at hand wpth all 
them Which cal vpon bim, in truthe 
and vertte, and that be would purge 
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and deliner vs from al pꝛeſumption, 
all fond hardines, and from al theſe 
baine confidences and hope wherw 
men abuſe and decetne themſelucs? 
And p be would not ſuffer vs to reſt 
o: ſtap in any thing but in him, nep⸗ 
ther ts be pluckt away in anpe ſozt, 
but to chtinne 4 confirme vs moze t 
moe in this knowledge and vnder- 
ſtanding that hc hath giuen vs, and 
in the certaintie of his wil to thende 
that at all times #41 all the dates of 
our life, we map know that all oure 
welth 4 helth dependeth on him, and 
on his mere goodnes, and free 
gikt, and that we map haus 
all our refuge and re- 
courſe thither , that 
ſo he map be gl ozt- 
fed fo2 euer t euer. 
Do be it. 
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
